Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-3 and 5-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US Pat. 6650457. 

Referring to Figs. 1-6 & 10-13, col. 7, lines 1-46, col. 8, lines 1-2, 59-61, col. 11, 
lines 42-49, and col. 12, lines 1-7, US'457 discloses the mirror as claimed, including a 
heater 26, an electrochromic dimmer 25, turn signal assembly 27 which abuts the 
reflective element, a single power distributor 28 distributing power to the plurality of 
functional elements (25, 26, 27), with a p/anar support member 66 between the 
reflective member and its carrier (element 44, etc.) in registry with the periphery of a 
reflective element carrier 44, the support member comprising a power connector 81 , 
first 25, second 26, and third 27 power leads connected to the plurality of functional 
elements by "arrays" of conductive material, i.e., wires, and "conductive tracings" 
indicating an "array of conductive elements" as recited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US'457. 

While US'457 does not explicitly disclose a ribbon type power connector, this 
does not patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. US'457 does 
disclose the power supply 23 to comprise a "bundle," which is commonly implemented 
in the form of a ribbon connector to accommodate the plurality of control wires; hence it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to so implement the wires of 
US'457.
